Alpha Epsilon Delta is an international honor soci- 
ety which is reserved for concentrators in the area 
of Pre-Medical Studies. The main function of the 
organization is to publicly recognize and encour- 
age outstanding scholastic achievement among 
pre-medical and pre-dental students. The society 
affords the opportunity to develop the leadership, 
initiative, and general personality traits necessary 
for success in the professional world. 


To be eligible for membership, an_ individual 
must have completed at least three semesters of 
pre-medical work and maintained an outstanding 
general average. Candidates are considered for ad- 
mission by criteria based on character, citizenship, 
and extracurricular interests. Because of the strin- 
gent requirements to A.E.D., membership is grant- 
ed on a lifetime basis. 


The Alpha chapter, awarded to St. Michaels’s Col- 
lege in 1960, was the first appearance of this orga- 
nization in the state of Vermont. 


Each year the group works in conjunction with the 
Pre-Medical Society to co-sponsor lectures, movies, 
and meetings in which members are given the op- 
portunity to learn more about their future profes- 
sion. 


Phi Eta Sigma Fraternity is a unique organization in the 
fact that its membership is accepted purely on the basis 
of scholastic achievement. While other societies place an 
emphasis upon social and extracurricular activities to 
confer their honorary fraternity, P.E.S. recognizes the 
scholar. 


In order to win admission to this elite, a student must 
maintain a general average, of 90% during his fresh- 
man year. This feat must be. accomplished with the add- 
ed achievement of having no’ grade below a ‘‘B”’. 


Phi Eta Sigma brings these talented men together on a 
common ground so that they can benefit one another 
as well as find companionship among those of kindred 
interests and abilities. The society affords the exception- 
al student with the occasion. to fraternize with under- 
classmen of similar attitudes and advance themselves 
through informal discussion. 


Founded over 40 years ago at a midwestern university, 
the fraternity was established to advance a higher stan- 
dard of learning and scholarship among college fresh- 
men, and since its introduction at St. Michael’s College 
the numbers of men inducted have proved its worth.

The dream of reviving intercollegiate football on The 
Hilltop was brought into reality in 1966. Through the 
untiring efforts of a few dedicated men, the entire 
school rallied in spirit and in aid to put a team on the 
field. Despite the loss of time and money on the part 
of each player, the team was satisfied in the knowl- 
edge that they could play the game. 


Coach Art Coggio only had three weeks to whip the 
team into shape for their first game, but the Knights 
compiled a surprising 2 and 1 record. 


The club travelled to New York to meet Utica College 
in their initial contest. The Knights came away victo- 
rious by a 6-0 score. The game illustrated the strong 
defensive power of the squad. They met their next 
opponent, St. John’s University, a week later in New 
York City. The Michaelmen were underdogs, but they 
humbled the Redmen by a 14-0 score in front of a 
large St. John’s crowd. The well-moving St. Michael’s 
offense overpowered the favorites throughout the 
game, but again defense held the key to victory by 
coming up with four decisive interceptions in the 
waning moments of the game. Three weeks later, the 
Knights were in Albany to meet Siena College. A big- 
ger Siena Club ended all hopes for an unblemished 
record. Bad breaks for the St. Michael’s Club set the 
Siena eleven up for two T.D.’s, and the Knights came 
out on the short side of a 20-6 score. 


Whether or not the team was successful, it still would 
have been a winning season for it showed the deter- 
mination of the true Michaelman spirit.

The Purple Knights opened the 1966-1967 basket- 
ball season with a decisive 95-70 victory over St. 
Lawrence. The team took its first of seven excursions 
over the 100 point mark by defeating Norwich 
103-90 as they prepped for the important Assumption 
game that resulted in the first Purple Knights’ defeat 
by a slim two point margin, 78-76. The Markeymen 
then won the next two games and were’ ready for the 
Christmas tournament at Central Connecticut. 


The tournament found the St. Michael’s squad more 
than eager. They handily defeated their first two op- 
ponents, Wesleyan and St. Anselm’s, by scores of 
86-78 and 86-76, respectively. The Knights met a 
strong Central Connecticut five in the final game, but 
they were able to defeat them 84-83 in overtime and 
bring their season record to an impressive 7 wins 
and 1 loss.

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Returning to season play, the team suffered a de- 
feat at the hands of Merrimack 101-97. They 
bounced back, however, and won the next five 
straight games. Central Connecticut broke the skein 
by defeating a hard fighting Knight squad 109-96 
in overtime. This was the last game the team was to 
lose in regular season play. The Knights stood at an 
impressive 12 wins and 3 losses. This however, was 
not nearly good enough for the Knights. Just a 
week after the overtime loss to Central Connecticut, 
the team found itself in a double overtime battle 
with highly rated Buffalo University. This time the 
“bound and determined Knights’’ took a two point 
decision, 93-91 for their thirteenth victory. 


After rolling over St. Anselm’s and Colby, the Mark- 
eymen traveled to the Roy L. Patrick Gymnasium 
at the University of Vermont. The Catamounts 
proved no match for the powerful St. Michael’s 
team in their 96-78 loss to the Hilltoppers. Two 
games interrupted the time period between that 
game and the next meeting of the ‘‘Saints’’ and the 
“Cats’’. With an eye toward the Vermont game, the 
Knights defeated Stonehill 106-96 and so soared 
over the 100 mark for the fifth time. The team then 
easily defeated LeMoyne 85-69. They were now 
ready for their second clash with the UVM contin- 
gent. A Burlington Memorial Auditorium capacity 
crowd watched as the Purple Knights proved they 
were truly Vermont State Champions in a 95-70 de- 
feat of the Green and Gold. This marked the 13th 
consecutive year that Purple Knight teams have ei- 
ther won or shared the Green Mountain State-title. 


The Knights record now stood at 19 and 3 with two 
regularly scheduled games to play. On a Saturday 
night, Hartwick College moved into the Auditorium 
to prove their worth and secure a berth in the New 
York NCAA Regionals. During the pre-game warm- 
ups however, Ralph Coleman shattered the 
backboard in an attempted two handed dunk. The 
game was played the following afternoon at Rice 
High School. This time the Knights shattered the 
Hartwick club and their hopes for a Regional bid as 
leading scorer Dick Falkenbush set a new St. Mi- 
chael’s scoring record of 51 points in a 112-100 
win. The Knights then defeated Clarkson as they hit 
triple digits for the seventh time by a 109-87 score. 
This left the club with a 21 and 3 record to carry 
into the NCAA Regional tournaments. 





Throughout the season, the Purple Knights enjoyed a 
well-balanced scoring attack. Five men scored in dou- 
ble figures with Dick Falkenbush leading with a 24.0 
points per game average. Tom McKenna followed 
with a 16.4 average. Joyce, Stryhas, and Coleman 
scored at 10.9, 10.9, and 10.1 clips respectively. 
Dave Gleason followed with a 9.9 average. Dick Fal- 
kenbush became the second highest scoring Knight 
in history with a career total of 1431 points. This well- 
balanced scoring gave the team an average of 91.5 
points per game; the highest team average in St. Mi- 
chael’s history. 


In addition to setting many new team marks, individ- 
ual Knights shared in post-season honors. Bruce 
Stryhas, Dick Falkenbush, Ralph Coleman, and Tom 
McKenna were named to the Vermont ‘‘All-State’’ 
teams. 


Record-breaking Dick Falkenbush piled up the most 
laurels as he was named to six ECAC weekly ‘‘All 
Star’’ teams, voted the NCAA Regional tournament's 
MVP, selected for the ‘‘All-New England’ team, and 
was voted Vermont’s ‘‘Athlete of the Month’’. Bruce 
Stryhas, along with Falkenbush, was named to the 
NCAA Regional and ‘‘All-State’’ teams. Another post- 
season award was bestowed on the Knights when 
coach Ed Markey was named ‘‘New England Coach of 
the Year’’ for the second time in three years.

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Under the direction of Cadet Lt. Col. Daniel Durkin, 
the ‘‘Marching Saints’’ continued their domination of 
unarmed drill competition.
